Mizoyan repeatedly came bac to the asfficultiocs in which Castre 
would find hinself, 4f the situation in the Caribbean could not 
be "normalizec". "Hormalisatica"” of the Caribbean was, 
Hikoyan said, irplied in ell ΟΣ the exchanges between tte

The 
Sovicts mentioned Puerto iico specificially, but the Amorican 
nogotiators said flatly thst the inspection of any part of the 
United States was notin the cards, as a matter of reciprocity 

with Cuba alone. On recijrocity inspection, they referred to 

the “U Thent" proposal.” Cuba, Nixoyén said, could not possibly ΕΝ 
accept a “one-sided inspection"s he said he had told Castro 

tust-his (Castro's) position wes right on this point.

8. MikoyAn objected to the reference in our d@laration 
to the Rio Pact. He seid he hed read tha Rio Pact (Mr. McCloy 
sot the impression that perhaps he had read it for the first 
time) and did not like it. The Americans said that it was 
ebsolutely necossary to refer to the Rio Fact, since it was the 
besic document of Vestern ticuisphere security and we owed it 
so our coesigners to make clear that we were not, in our 
arrangerents with the Sovists, watering dow our coomitments .
